The U.S. Justice Department announced 
earlier this month that Ali and four other men 
accused of murdering nearly 3,000 people in 
the deadliest terrorist attack in the U.S. will 
face a civilian federal trial just blocks from the 
site of the destroyed World Trade Center. 

Ali, also known as Ammar al-Baluchi, 
is a nephew of professed 9/11 mastermind 
Khalid Sheikh Mohammed. 

Mohammed, Ali and the others will 


explain “their assessment of American 
foreign policy,” Fenstermaker said. “Their 
assessment is negative,” he added. 

Dean Boyd, a spokesman for the Depart- 
ment of Justice, said Sunday that while the 
men may attempt to use the trial to express 
their views, “we have full confidence in the 
ability of the courts and in particular the

Global warming has 
exceeded worst fears 
since ’97 Kyoto treaty 

WASHINGTON | Since the 1997 
international accord to fight 
global warming, climate change 
has worsened and accelerated — 
beyond some of the grimmest of 
warnings made back then. 

As the world has talked for a 
dozen years about what to do next, 
new ship passages opened through 
the once-frozen summer sea ice 
of the Arctic. In Greenland and 
Antarctica, ice sheets have lost 
trillions of tons of ice. Mountain 
glaciers in Europe, South Ameri- 
ca, Asia and Africa are shrinking 
faster than before. 

And it’s not just the frozen parts 
of the world that have felt the heat 
in the dozen years leading up to 
next month’s climate summit in 
Copenhagen: 

The world’s oceans have risen 
by about an inch and a half. 

Droughts and wildfires have 
turned more severe worldwide.

Climate change skeptics have

Temperatures over the past 12

Even the gloomiest climate 
models back in the 1990s didn’t 
forecast results quite this bad, 
this fast. 

“The latest science is telling 
us we are in more trouble than 
we thought,” said Janos Pasztor, 
climate adviser to U.N. Secretary 
General Ban Ki-moon. 

And here’s why: Since an agree- 
ment to reduce greenhouse gas 
pollution was signed in Kyoto, 
Japan, in December 1997, the 
level of carbon dioxide in the air 
has increased 6.5 percent. 

And the effects of greenhouse 
gases are more powerful and hap- 
pening sooner than predicted. 

“We’ve come from a time in 
1997 where this was some abstract 
problem working its way around 
scientific circles to now, when the 
problem is in everyone’s face,” said 
Andrew Weaver, a climate scien- 
tist.

Senate Dems Face Hurdle 



Moderates in party 
demand ehanges to 
health care legislation 

WASHINGTON | Senate Democrats 
on Sunday sparred with each other 
over how to fix the nation’s trou- 
bled health care system, the mod- 
erates threatening to scuttle leg- 
islation if their demands weren’t 
met and more liberal members 
warning their party leaders not 
to bend. 

The dispute among Democrats 
foretells of a rowdy floor debate 
next month on legislation that 
would extend health care cover- 
age to roughly 31 million Ameri- 
cans. Final passage is in jeopardy, 
even after the chamber’s histor- 
ic 60-39 vote Saturday night to 
begin debate. 

“I don’t want a big-government, 
Washington-run operation that 
would undermine the ... private 
insurance that 200 million Amer- 
icans now have,” said Sen. Ben 
Nelson, a conservative Nebraska 
Democrat. 

Nelson and three other mod- 
erates — Democratic Sens. Mary 
Landrieu of Louisiana and Blanche 
Lincoln of Arkansas, and Con- 
necticut independent Sen. Joe Lie- 
berman — agreed to open debate 


despite expressing reservations on 
the measure. They have warned 
that they might not support the 
final bill. 

One major sticking point is a 
provision that would allow Ameri- 
cans to buy a federal-run insur- 
ance plan if their state allows it. 
Moderates say they worry the so- 
called public option will become 
a huge and costly entitlement 
program and that other require- 
ments in the bill could cripple 
businesses. 


The sway held by such a small 
group of senators has annoyed 
their more liberal colleagues. 

Sen. Sherrod Brown, D-Ohio, 
warned Democratic leaders not 
to make too many concessions to 
the moderate senators. 

“I don’t want four Democratic 
senators dictating to the other 56 
of us and to the rest of the coun- 
try — when the public option has 
this much support — that [a pub- 
lic option is] not going to be in it,”

Iran Launches Air Defense Drill

commander boasted the country 
could deter any military strike 
by Israel. 

It said the five-day drill will 
cover an area a third of the size 
of Iran and spread across the cen- 
tral, western and southern parts 
of the country.

Nearly two days later, at least 
92 people are reported dead and 
16 missing, the official Xinhua 
news agency said.

KABUL I A roadside bomb killed 
five Afghan border security guards 
traveling on a heavily used road in 
southern Afghanistan near the bor- 
der with Pakistan on Sunday.

You can pare down 
your holiday tipping 
without feeling like 
a complete Scrooge 

NEW YORK I This holiday season, a 
leaner budget might clarify which 
people truly make a difference in 
your life. The challenge will be fig- 
uring out how much to tip them. 

Determining what to give dur- 
ing the holidays, if anything, will 
likely be more complicated than 
in years past. Even if money is 
tight, it’s hard not to feel guilty 
about skimping on the usual year- 
end bonus. 

If you’re among those on a tight- 
er budget, here’s how you can save 
without appearing cheap. 

Know the Customs 

Before you start doling out money, 
you might be curious about what 
others are giving. There are no 
hard-and-fast rules, but year-end 
tips are generally the cost of a sin- 
gle session. So, if a haircut costs 
$40, that’s how much you could 
give as a tip. 

And holiday bonuses are gen- 
erally reserved for people you’ve 
relied on for at least six months, 
said Mary Mitchell, author of “The 
Complete Idiot’s Guide to Business 


Etiquette.” So, don’t feel obligated 
to tip a hairdresser you’ve been to 
only a few times. 

Remember that some work- 
ers have guidelines about what 
they can accept. Mail carriers, for 
example, can take only non-cash 
gifts valued at $20 or less. 

Focus on Key People 

One way to save is to focus on those 
you feel must be tipped. If that 
strategy sits well with you, start 
by identifying people you have fre- 
quent or intimate contact with, such 
as child or pet care providers. 

You might also want to consider 
financial situations when draw- 


ing up your list. A yoga instructor 
might not need, or expect, a tip as 
much as a manicurist. 

Consider Non-Cash Gifts 

If cash tips aren’t in the budget- 
ary stars, you can still give small 
gifts that don’t cost a lot. Baked 
goods, jams and candles are the 
perennial crowd-pleasers. 

If you feel you can’t afford a tip 
or gift, thank-you notes can still 
make a difference. You don’t need 
to be explicit about why there isn’t 
any cash included. Everyone knows 
times are tough; they might be 
scaling back on their own holiday

Q&A 

CAR BUYING 


The government’s “Cash for 
Clunkers” program offered a lot 
of Americans great deals on new 
cars. Now, those falling prices 
have shifted into reverse. Prices 
for new and used cars rose sharp- 
ly in October, partially reflecting 
a whiplash from the government 
trade-in program that winnowed 
inventories at dealerships. Here’s 
a look at what happened and what 
to expect in the months ahead. 


I Why did new car prices spike? “Cash 
for Clunkers” helped many new- 
car dealers reducetheir inventories 
in July and August. But because of 
the program, many consumers had 
less to choose from when they sur- 
veyed dealerships in October. Many 
of the2009 models were already gone, 
thanks to the popularity of “Clunkers.” 

2 How was the used-car market af f ect- 

ed?“Clunkers” reduced the 
inventory of used cars becausethe 
government required the traded-in 
vehicles to be scrapped. “A lot of [the 
used cars] were taken off the road in 
the “Cash for Clunkers” program ... 
instead of being [made] available,” 


said David Wyss, chief economistfor 
Standard and Poor’s. “On top of that, 
you had a pretty healthy demand for 
used cars because people aren’t buy- 
ing newones.” 

Should I wait for prices to cool 
down? Or should I buy now? Jesse 
Toprak, a vice president at Truecar, 
said he expects car prices to remain 
high for the rest of the year because 
dwindling vehicle inventories will 
keep dealer incentives down. But 
Toprak said consumers can stillfind 
a deal. His company found that Black 
Friday, the day after Thanksgiving, 
was the best day of the year to buy a

Driver Fined $IK for HOV Violation 


Arlington police crack 
down due to severity 
of offenses on 395, 95 

ARLINGTON |A motorist driving 
through Arlington County on 
Thursday apparently received 
a $1,000 ticket, according to a 
report released by the Virginia 
state police. 

The citation was issued dur- 
ing what state police called the 
second wave of their Operation 
HOV Crackdown, a stepped-up 
enforcement effort on the high- 


occupancy vehicle lanes on inter- 
states 395 and 95. 

In a statement, Capt. Tracy 
Russillo, commander of the state 
police Fairfax Division, called 
the presence of HOV violators on 
395 and 95 “the No. 1 complaint” 
received by police in Northern 
Virginia. 

The aim of the crackdown, he 
said, was to remind motorists not 
to risk using the lanes without 
three occupants “because you will 
be caught.” 

In reporting on the Thursday 
initiative, state police said that

The fine for a first-offense violation 
of use on the high-occupancy vehicle 
lanes on Interstates 395 and 95 in 
Virginia. 

in addition to the fourth-offense 
ticket, which usually carries the 
$1,000 fine, they issued 25 for first 
offenses and one for a second. 

The steep increase in fines that 
brought the bite in Northern Vir- 
ginia to $1,000 for a fourth offense 
in five years was enacted several 
years ago because of the severity 


of the problem. “The law had no 
teeth,” said a spokeswoman for 
the state Department of Trans- 
portation. 

Under present regulations, a 
first offense is $125, a second is 
$250, and a third is $500. 

In the first phase of the crack- 
down, on Oct. 21, police said 
they issued 69 first-offense tick- 
ets and two for second offens- 
es. The money goes to the State 
Literary Fund, which was cre-

Safety Issues Mar Rail Bridge Plan 


Federal offieials probe 
tests of supports for 
Silver Line extension 

Thirty-two years ago, the Virginia 
transportation department drove 
dozens of steel pilings 50 feet into 
the ground near the West Falls 
Church Metro station. Encased 
in concrete, the pilings formed 
foundations that one day could 
hold up a bridge carrying Metro 
trains across Interstate 66 to Dull- 
es International Airport. 


The foundations sat under the 
Orange Line tracks, the high- 
way and the Dulles Toll Road 
undisturbed and forgotten. In 
one spot, between the Metrorail 
tracks, an unfinished 8 -foot-tall 
concrete column stands atop a 
foundation. 

Now Metro is being extended 
to Dulles. And the condition of 
those footings is at the center of a 
federal safety inquiry because of 
concerns that any bridge built on 
them could collapse if there was 
a structural failure. 


At issue is whether enough test- 
ing has been done on the pilings 
within the pier foundations. Until 
federal officials intervened, Dulles 
Transit Partners — the contractor 
building the first 11.7 miles of the

REDSKINS I The Dallas Cowboys 
struggled on offense all day — and 
were at risk of being shut out for 
the first time in the history of the 
storied rivalry. But Tony Romo 
and CO. came up with a late score 
to sneak by the Redskins, 7-6, 
Sunday at Cowboys Stadium, 

Washington place kicker Shaun 
Suisham was perfect on field goal 
attempts entering Sunday’s game, 
but his misses in Dallas proved 
costly. Suisham missed a 50 -yard 
field goal attempt with seven min- 
utes, six seconds remaining in the 
game.

The Redskins had a final chance, 
but an illegal wedge penalty on the 
ensuing kickoff pinned Washington 
back on its 8 -yard line. But on first 
and 10 from the 33, quarterback 
Jason Campbell threw an intercep- 
tion to Dallas linebacker Anthony 
Spencer to end the Redskins’ final 
chance. Campbell turned in one of 
his better performances of the sea- 
son, going 24 of 36 for 256 yards. 
He had no touchdowns and one 
interception.

Rihanna proves her 
sweet days are done 
on the tough-to-love 
new album ‘Rated R’ 

M U S I C I A numb fury resides at the 
heart of Rihanna’s new album, 
“Rated R” — and it comes swell- 
ing to the surface almost instantly. 
During the opening verse of “Wait 
Your Turn,” the embattled sing- 
er bellows her opening salvo: “I 
pitch with a grenade, swing away 
if you’re feeling brave.” 

Then she drops the first of this 
album’s numerous bombs. Many 
start with the letter R 

Two minutes into the pro- 
ceedings and we’re already deal- 
ing with a Rihanna who seems 
worlds away from the “Umbrella”- 
cooing sweetie pie of summers 
past. That should surprise no 
one who’s followed the nightmare 
that unfolded around her earlier 
this year. Since fellow superstar 
and then-boyfriend Chris Brown 
assaulted her on the eve of the 
2009 Grammy Awards, the media 
have spun Rihanna’s plight into a 
humiliating tangle of gossip and 
speculation. 

Accordingly, “Rated R” bristles 
with a formless rage, attempting 
to find catharsis via muddled self- 
assessments, gun-toting revenge 
fantasies and four-letter word 
outbursts. Is she grappling with 
demons, or projecting the image of a 
singer grappling with demons? 

That’s impossible to say 
because, like most chart-hungry 


albums, this one was assembled 
by committee. “Rated R” finds 
her regrouping with The-Dream, 
Tricky Stewart and Justin Timber- 
lake, a team of songwriters and 
producers largely responsible for 
transforming the Barbados-born 
singer into one of the decade’s most 
formidable hit machines. 

With a plodding beat and for- 
gettable hook, lead single “Rus- 
sian Roulette” tries to salvage its 
wasted potential with a melodra- 
matic finale: the sound of a single 
gunshot.

There’s lots of tough-girl pos- 
turing, too. “G4L” — shorthand 
for “Gangsta for Life” — kicks 
off with an over-the-top threat, 
her voice pushing through the 
synthesized murk like sunlight 


through stained glass: “I lick the 
gun when I’m done ’cause I know 
that revenge is sweet.” 

Such preposterous fantasies 
are only forgivable when you 
remember that, despite the glam- 
orous lifestyle she’s espoused, this 
woman is still only 21. There’s a 
Jonas Brother older than she is. 

Rihanna seems destined to 
return to that glitter-dusted dance 
floor before too long. For now, she’s 
processing. Consider “Rated R” a 
misstep on the road to recovery.

Oprah’s departure 
from ABC could raise 
a new star (Ellen?) or 
destroy daytime TV 

TALK SHOWS I Will it be Ellen 
DeGeneres, Dr, Phil or Dr, Oz? 
Maybe none of the above. The 
announced shutdown of “The 
Oprah Winfrey Show” in two years 
creates room for a new queen (or 
king) of daytime television, 

“You haven’t had a time period 
like this open up in 25 years,” said 
Larry Gerbrandt, an analyst for 
Media Valuation Partners in Los 
Angeles, “It really gives the players 
a chance to reshuffle the deck,” 

The two shows closest to Win- 
frey’s in the ratings are hosted by 
her proteges. Dr, Phil and Dr, Oz, 
Winfrey has a financial stake in 
both shows. 

Strictly from a business stand- 
point, then, it seems odd that Win- 
frey has given signals that appear 
to anoint DeGeneres as her chosen 
successor. They’ve traded appear- 


ances on each other’s shows recent- 
ly and guess who’s posing next to 
Winfrey on the latest cover of “O, 
the Oprah Magazine,” 

For all the promising signs for 
DeGeneres, her show still doesn’t 
have as large an audience as “Dr, 
Phil” and “Dr, Oz” does. And she 
should be wary of another formi- 
dable competitor: “Judge Judy,” 
The courtroom program is strong 
in the ratings in the late afternoon. 
There’s no guarantee that Win- 


frey’s former viewers will gravi- 
tate toward a talk show, or TV at 
all. Daytime ratings have been 
sinking steadily over the years, 
and Winfrey’s exit could acceler- 
ate the decline. 

Potential kingmakers are exec- 
utives at ABC stations, Winfrey’s 
show has aired in the afternoon 
in several key ABC-owned sta- 
tions, such as New York and Los 
Angeles, That’s considered vital 
for these stations in funneling 


viewers to local newscasts, and 
soon that security blanket will 
be gone. If these stations act in 
concert to place one show in the 
time slot, it’s a huge competitive 
advantage. 

There’s some chance these 
stations won’t do that at all, that

they’ll air another hour of local 
news instead. It’s what makes 
answering the question of who will 
lead daytime TV more complex:

It’s not clear whether she’ll 
will be appearing on the network 
in some fashion or not. But if that’s 
what she wants, is anyone ready 
to bet that the next Oprah Win- 
frey won’t be Oprah Winfrey?
